A Motor Razor Cuts Clean 


For th. benefit of the men with 
heavy beare and tender skin a razor 
has been invented which cuts the 
beard by a chopping action. An elec- 
tric motor is connected by a flexible 
shaft to the shaft of the safety 
razor, On the end of the razcr shaft 
éylindrical cams are provided which 
change the rotating- movement to a 
reciprocating one within. the blade 
holder.: At the end of the holder 
this motion is again changed to one 
at ‘right angles tc the former, by 
means of a rocking arm and two 
prongs. Therefore che final motion of 
the blade is also-a reciprocating oue, 
causing the blade to act by means of 
blows against the hair.

by figures wh have just been com: 
piled regarding the operatione-of cecal 
tines in the province in 1913. Tons 
of coal mined in Alberta during 192 
numbered 4,306,346, being an jrcrease 
of 859,997 over 1912, During the pas 
eight years the ¢oal output for Al- 
‘berta has increased §00 per cent. 

‘The Edmonton district has the 
largest coal fields, not only in Alberta, 
but in the Dominion, These areas are 
being opened up es fast as railway 
communication and capital make their 
operation possible, At the present 
time the Crow's Nest holds first place 
among the coal producing districts in 
Alberta, having an output of 1,849,435 
tons. Lethbridge comes next with 
966,020 tons; monton third with 
863,430 tons, and Calgary fourth with 
627,461 tons. A largagnumber of new 
mines were opened up during the 
year, mostly in. the Edmonton coal 
field. Some of these weré closed 
down again, on account of the fact 
that at the present time they are not 
served by railways. 

‘ 8,000 Men Employed 

An increased number of men found 
employment in the mines of the pro- 
vince during..1913, the total number 
of men engaged in the mines, both 
above and below ground being given 
as 8,608, Machinery is coming to be 
used more and more in getting out 
the coal. In the ‘liguite field more 
than half -e0al is mined by mach- 
imery, but machinery is used for 
coal cutting in the bituminous or 22- 
thracite fields. Twenty-nine mines 
are using electricity. Telephones have 
been installed in the larger mines and 
are proving of great service, both in 
assisting the management of the 
mines and in obtaining assistance 
when cccidents occur, 

Mine rescve stations have been es- 
ti blished, two in the Lethbridge dis- 
trict and the other between Coleman 
and Burmis, Others will be establish- 
ed shortly in the northern part. of the 
province. The stations are equipped 
with up-to-date apparatus and com- 
plete appliances for. rendering first 
aid work very readily, 221 having re- 
presented themselves for training dur- 
ing the year and 51 have been grant- 
ed certificates for proficiency. 

There were 28 fatal accidents in 
mines in the province during 1913. 
Most of these occurred in the smaller 
mines, where the managers are not 
required to hold first-class certificates 


and are not so conversant with the

TO LIVE IN SHADOW OF DEATH 


Murderer To Get Respite From Year 
to Year if He Behaves 


A respite of a year and a day has 
been granted™by Governor, Cox of 
Columbus, Ohio, in the case of Leslie 
Humphries, under sentence to die in 
the electric chair. 

While the death sentence will con- 
tinue to hang over the man, Governor 
Cox made it known that he will re- 
commend to future governors. that 
respites be granted from year to year 
provided Hu-iphreys makes a 
record a8 a prisoner in the Ohio 
tentiary. 

His wages as a prisoner will be 
turned over to his dependant family. 

The governor's action in the Hum- 
phries’ case is without precedent in 
Ohio.. Humphries killed Samuel 8. 
Kelly of Lanark, W.Va. After his 
arrest he confessed that he robbed 
his victim of several hundred dollars. 
Later he maintained that the killing 
resulted during a fight. .

WOLVERINE ADDED TO Z0O 


Splendid Specimen Captured by Old 
Timer in the Rockies 


Thero has just been added to the 
Banff Zoo one of the most important 
captures made in the mountains dur- 
ing’ recen: sears. The new addition 
is a splendid specimen of the wol- 
verine, which was- captured by Joe 
Smith, a well known old timer, who 
came to the mountains with the 
C.P.R. construction, who has never 
since left them, and who huows all 
the ways of every wild creature :n 
his wide domain. Joe captured him 
in an ordinary trap, and it took four 
hours to get him into a suitable box 
for shipment from Castle to Banff, 
where he has been housed in one of 
the coyote cages next to the river. 

This is the most vicious and dan- 
gerous animal in the mountains, and 
the hardest to capture; while he kills 
an immense numberof deer annually. 
His history is less known than any 
of the. other animals, but that he is 
the oldest denizen of these wilds is 
generally admitted by the mountain- 
eers.- This specimen is yet very shy 
and retires to the den, snarling, at the 
approach of sight-seers, but hé will be- 
come used to his surrqundings in time, 
although there is no case on record of 
of any of these animals being tamed, 
even when captured as very young 
cubs. et

Sir Gilbert Parker, the Canadian 
novelist, has something. like twenty.

MACHINES IMITATE BIRDS 


New Invention Which Will Use Wind 
to ths, Exclusion of Other 
Motive Power 
A new type of flying machine. the 
object of which 1s to able a man 
to imitate birds in utilising the wind 
to the exclh@#ion of other motive pow- 
er, was described at the congress of 
the Society of Savants in Paris. The 
invention is that of Dr. A. Magnan, 
and the flight it is intended to make 
is a kind of a continuous volplane. 
After the manner of large birds 
the apparatus is provided with a 
spreading _ tail and two tapering 
wings, the wings buing so placed as 
to enable it to remain motionless. 
The control of the machine mst be 
acquried by practice, as in the case 
of a bicycle, and, it is admitted, this 
will present great difficulty and even 

danger. 


Not Inventor of Alr Brake 

Although he makes no claim against 
the Westinghouse company, a wealthy 
Frenchman, named Debruges Lebailif, 
aged 72 asserts again thet in 1863 he 
invented the compressed air brake 
credited to George Westinghouse and 
patestted it. 

He presented a model fitted with a 
brake, he says, to Prince Jerome Bon- 
apart, who offered to back the in- 
vention, but Lebailif’s father refused 
the prince's offer and the invention 
eventually became public property.

Plans For @ Defence Conterence of ry 
Great Britain and Her Dominions 
Beitrg Prepared—Empire Polley 
Dealing With the Whole Situation. 


Plats for a defence conference of 
Great Britain and her dominiofs are 
fapidly assuming form and will be 
complete when the consent of Canada 
is gained, Australia and New Zealand 
have already announced their desir 
for such u ference, and since the 
problem cf the Pacific will Fe the 
chief topic considered by the meeting, 
it is believed that Canada will join the 
other dominions. 

Aw a result of the trip which\a par- 
liamentary committee made to the do- 
minions it was found that Australixn 
and New Zealand statesmen believetl 
firmly that the problem of the coming ay 
decade wi!l be the maintenance of the 4 
supremacy of the white race in the 
Pacific. It was, pointed out to the com- 
mittee that Japan i: making ‘prepara- 
tions to develop trade and emigration 
towards the Antipodes, and that there 
is a constant flow of Chinese to the 
islands of the Pacific. France has al- 
ready largely increased her yteamship 
facilities to these islands, and Ger 
many, Holand and the United States 
are also active in the same region, 

Tho determination of the government 
to bring about the conference has 
been increased by reports from Sk: f 
Maurice Fitzmaurice, who has peen : 
advising the commonwealth govern- ‘ 
ment on’naval matters and Sir Ian A 
Hamilton, inspector general of ovez- f 
sea forces. It has not yet been de- 
cided whecher the conference wil! be 
in London, Canada or Australia. 
Distike Churchili’s Suggestion is 

Australia and New Zealand have 4 
not taken kindly to the suggestion 
made by Hon. Winston Churchill, first 
lord of the admiralty, in his speech 
introducing the naval estimates, that a 
the safety of these two countries was Bs 
secured by the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance. William Fergutcn Massey, : 
prime minister of New Zealand, led al 
an attack on the first lord ir a recent 
speech at Greymouth, in which he 
said he did not believe the alliance had 
secured the safety of the British Do- 
minions in the Antipodes.

Naval Problem a Dual One 


“While it is wrue, as Mr. Churchill 
said, that the navel forces eould be 
concentrated under a United Com- 
mand On the chief features of opera- 
tion, it should not be forgotten that : 
‘the empire's naval problem is a dual 4 
one. Not only should the imperial 
power be developed in relation to the 
world’s problem. in order that there f 
should be an imperial navy to fight 4 
in any or every sea, when imperial in- i 
terests are threatened, but world-wide 
preparations tust be combined to 
make it possible to concentrate forces i 
at any point wherever the dominions yy 
have the greatest menact, Australia 5. 
hopes that the imperial fleet will be i 
so developed and organized that this 4 
country shall be in no way dependent 
absolutely on treaty obligations vith 
any foreign power whatever. 

“The British government is anxious 
for a conference of self governing do- 
minions, including Canada snd South , 
Africa. The firs. Austra‘ian fleet unit % 
is being completed, but to what poin* 
is the Australian policy developing? 
Mr. Churchill has departed from the 
agrecment by which the imperial gov- 
ernment undertook to send to the 
Pacific a ship for every ship put into 
commission by Australia. Mr. Church- 
ill has proclaimed that ships of an in- 
ferior calibre will do ver well for 
the Pacific.
